Not 
accustomed to anything other thin success (he Victorian club found from (he outlet In I9?7thatit wasn't going luh»c 
everything its own way* 


Consider its proud record in com pet it ion against 
Australia's top clubs prior to 1977. They include the 
Australia Cup, I%7* the Ampel Cup J969-70 and ihc 
Victorian State League wbneo half a doien or more 
times. To understand South Melbourne** reaction to 
early failures in the Philips League you need to appreciate 
the strong rivalry between Sydney and Melbourne 
administrations For South Melbourne to do Jess than 
well against inter-state teams of any ilk was definitely 
infra d ig. To lose to Sydney dubs was almost a matter for 
suicide 

Nevertheless things continued, logo badly in 1978 and 
1979, This despite grandiose plans to improve the dub's 
standing The greatest indignity of all was losing three 
point* from early matches last season for having fielded 
an unregistered player 

A t the begin ning of t he 197 S season Ho ut h M el bourn e 
was all set to go professional, or as professional as any 
Australian soccer club had ever been. T he plans involved 
a huge pay-out for players, including Frank Munro. 
former Scots international and English professional 
There were other signings in the same vein — George 
Campbell, Bertie Lutton, Alun Evans. Just to guarantee 
the success of the enterprise South Melbourne signed 
Dave McLaren From Sydney City to manage the dub 

The whole thing was a monumental flop! 

Can you imagine the strains and tensions the players 
and officials of that dub must have endured over the *78 
and 79 seasons? Here at linked wc arc just getting an 
inkling of what it musi hare been like. (The dub support 
is predominantly Greek, remember And they cur be very 
voblilej 

If you enn possibly appreciate how nerve-racking 
those days were it gives you a better chance of 
understanding the euphoria that now pervades the dub. 

What happened to change everything? There are three 
mam possibilities The new manager John Margot im 
gets a lot of t he credit. The form of George Campbell is a 
factor. The skills and experience of former Soccer no, 
Branku Buijevic, could be the determiner, 

South Melbourne is likely to take the field today with 
these eleven players: Laumeis, Vince Hannon. Lutton. 
Blair, Christopoulos, Rogers, Xanthopoulos, George 
Campbell, Cumming, Buijevic and Evans. 

Alan Davidson, the rising star nf Victorian youth, 
broke an ankle to drop ITom the scene for a while. His 
re placement George Chris, top aulas, is a icammite from 
the young Soccerooi and quite competent to fill hit 
boat*. 


But, talking about youngsters, the one to watch is 
Steve Blair, one of the new crop of youngsters being 
groomed for interna tionol soccer by Rudi Gut end Off 
This young man has everything. At least everything a 
defender needs. He U exceptionally good in (he air, has a 
tremendous altitude to the game and possesses the right 
blend of modesty and assurance. He should be around 
the inter national scene too before very long. 

Do you remember the George Campbell of 1978? You 
probably mw him on television making life very hard for 
right fullbacks. At least until he broke his leg. That was 
late in the season but it look him most of 1979 ic regain 
any sort of form. You, never saw a more left-footed 
player. But what a left foot! 1 He is getting the most out of 
it this season. 


DANGER MAN 

Despite the rave not ices for George Campbell 
Ihe real Danger Man today must be the evergreen 
Branko Buijevic. He has eight P.S.L goals to hi* 
credit in his last four games, 

Branko was just reaching ike top in 
Yugoslavia when he accepted an invitation to 
come to join J.U .S.T. in Melbourne Under the 
coaching of Rale Rosie be was a regular in the 
Socccroos first team, making more than twenty 
appearances for Australia. 

In the late sixties and early seventies Sydney 
club* were promising Branko Buijevic the earth 
in an effort to entice him away from Mel bourne 
The reasons they wanted him were undeniable 
He beats a man effortlessly In fact he does it 
without flair or exaggeration and leaves you 
wondering what it was that got him past his 
opponent. More important he ha* the other 
talent* that go with ball skills. He can open up 
play with raking passes to men beyond the range 
of vision of lesser players. He regularly ghosts 
into 9 scoring position and be known* how to 
find the net when ihc opportunity comes. As a 
bom** he specialties in the swerving free kick. 

This is Buljcvicb first season with South 
Melbourne. The club’s undoubted financial 
resources will be channelled into efforts aimed at 
keeping him while ever he has some football left 
in him.

West Adelaide and Marconi have found in the past three t ears. 

When you consider Newcastle United’s performances over the past three 
seasons, on a shoe string budget, limited talent in its squad, not even the 
benefit of a permanent training venue, they have performed creditably. 

Much criticism has been levelled at the team, the management and spirit, 
after an inconsistent performance this year. Maybe we should consider ail 
the above facts before we pass judgement. 

One of the reasons for KB United s financial plight has been the marked 
drop in attendances at home matches this year and there is just one reason 
for that . . . Newcastle loves winners and, this year, KB United has not 
produced the goods. 

The crowd has not had a lot about which to cheer this year but, from the 
moment in the 28th minute when, in the match against Blacktown City on 
Saturday. August 12, when David Jones was sent from the field, the crowd 
rallied behind the 10 men who remained on the field and were rewarded 14 
minutes before the final whistle when Joe Senkaiski and Malcolm 
McClelland combined to seal the match with a brilliant goal. It was the 
gutsiest performance l have seen from the team in almost three years and 
they certainly deserved the rewards. 

1 am confident that, within two to three years, this city of ours could be 
claiming A ewcastle KB United as the greatest Soccer club in the country.

IN CANADA 

Mr Richard Hughes, who holds the 
franchise of McDonald's at 
Broad meadow and who is sponsor of the 
Junior Club recently attended a 
convention of owner-operators of 
McDonald’s restaurants from 26 
countries held at Toronto in Canada. 
There was time for a look at Soccer too. 


The convention also celebrated the Silver Anniversary of the first McDonald’s 
restaurant which opened in 1955 and to pay tribute to the founder, Mr Ray Kroc. 

Some of the numbers were bound to impress. The 6,000th restaurant in the 
world will be opened by McDonald’s later this year in Germany! 

In the United States alone, some 28,000 head of cattle are required every week 
to produce the 100% pure beef patties used by the McDonald’s restaurants in that 
country. 

When I began my working career in Toronto (Canada) in the late 50*s, soccer 
was virtually an unknown sport. Today, the scene is vastly different. The majority 
of kids now play soccer in one form or another during their school years. Everyone 
is aware of soccer. There is a National League which encompasses the major cities 
of North America and it certainly will not be long before they are making their 
presence known in World Cup circles. 

Television and radio coverage of the sport has contributed greatly in 
increasing the popularity and acceptance of the game in areas where previously ice- 
hockey, football (grid-iron), and baseball were dominant. 

One of the key reasons for the success of soccer is attitude. The public generally 
seems to accept soccer as a great additional venue for enjoyment but not as an 
alternative. Anyhow, that’s my impression!

Round 16 of the 18 round State 
League Championship played last 
weekend produced two shock results, 
Adamstown sinking Stewarts and 
Lloyds I - nil and Belmont Swansea 
pushing Clarence Valley further into the 
depths of despair 3 - nil. 

At the same time Edgeworth, 
Weston and Wallsend consolidated 
their positions at the top of the table 
with wins over their opponents 
Armidale, Tamworth and Coffs 
Harbour. 

Curiously all of the losing teams last 
weekend failed to score, a most unusual 
situation, 

Derek Thompson’s Weston Bears 
now lead the Championship from Peter 
“Swerve” Irving’s Edgew r orth Eagles by 
the slim margin of 3 goals. However 
slim this lead it would seem enough to 
ensure a healthy $ 10,000 deposit in the 
Bears bank account two weeks from 
now. 

Although the Bears play consecutive 
weekends away in Armidale and Coffs 
Harbour with Edgeworth rounding off 
their campaign at home, only the most 
optimistic red, white and black 
supporter would fed confident of 
overhauling Weston. 

Stewarts and Lloyds charge from 
the third division has faltered in recent 
weeks, and now neither they nor fourth 
placed Wallsend can make up the 5 
point differential between themselves 
and the leaders. 

Tamworth and Adamstown whom 
you will see as the early fixture today 
have the potential to displace “Stewos" 
or Wallsend in the final four. Mike 
Trebilcock’s Stewarts and Lloyds team 
would have to lose both final games to 
be overtaken because of their superior 
plus 17 goal average but Wallsend sit 
precariously in the final four with the 
same plus 7 goal average as Tamworth 
and one point dropped by the “Red 
Devils” could mean curtains for them 
with Tamworth City being the most 
likely benefactor. 


Adamstown started the season with 
Jack O’Brien team building a depleted 
squad. The results were slow to 
eventuate but his patience and 
perserverance with youth have been 
rewarded with some recent pleasing 
results including last weekend's victory 
over Stewarts and Lloyds, Adamstown 
has to win today and next weekend to 
make the final four. 

All four country teams lost last 
weekend, probably the first time this 
has happened since the start of the State 
League, but at least In the case of 
Armidale not without extending 
Edgeworth to the limit, only 
succumbing after the sickening 
experience of conceding a penalty. 

One of the most pleasing results of 
the introduction of the State League has 
been the unearthing of exciting new 
talent. Today you will see Geoff Allwell 
in the Tamworth strip with 16 goals 
already to his credit Anyone who can 
pass “keepers” as regularly as this surely 
must have a future in the Philips 
League. 

Incidently the State League has 5 
strikers in double figures, 

Marshall Soper 20 Stewart & Lloyds. 
Tony Bull 16 Weston. 

Geoff Allwell 16 Tamworth, 

Carl Lochrrn 14 Edgeworth. 

John J. Turnbull 13 Weston. 

At the other end of the scale 11 own 
goals have been “scored 11 with only 
Wallsend and Armidale defences 
escaping unscathed. Coffs HarbouT 
“leads” with 3 own goals but Edgeworth 
may be the most inconvenienced by its 
two own goals, as one also cost a point 
and possibly the championship. 

Today brings the first ever 
appearance of State League teams to 
the International Sports Centre, we 
hope it is not the last as we believe you 
will enjoy watching the State League 
game.
